All POWs from North Vietnam 
and Laos are to be handed over in 
Hanoi.

He said the 
selection was not absolutely definite 


but that it was “one of the sites 
under discussion.” 
POWs released there would be 
flown by helicopter direct to Saigon

board U.S. Air Force ambulance 
planes for the flight to Clark Air 
Base in the Philippines. 
Officials at the headquarters of 
Project 
Homecoming, 
the 
POW 
return 
program, 
issued 
strict 
instructions to wives and other 
family members Sunday not to try 


flying to Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines where the repatriates 
will be taken first. 


The officials said the relatives 
will see their men for the first time 
when they arrive at one of the 31 
specially-designated hospitals in the 
United States. The delay could run 
from a few days to a little more than 
a week, officials said. 


‘‘We’ll get the families there in 
sufficient time to be at the hospital 


when their man arrives,” said one 
official. 
“ Present plans do not include 
provisions for next-of-km visits at 
the overseas processing facilities 
(at Clark),” says an instruction

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Cosmetic eye makeup 
may be contaminated 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - More than half 
the eye makeup used by American women 
may be contaminated by bacteria and 
fungus, can cause infections and in some 
cases severe loss of vision, a Georgia 
researcher reported Sunday. 
“When one considers that millions of 
women are using eye cosm etics on a daily 
or occasional 
basis, 
the 
fact 
that 
a 
significant percentage of the makeup in 
use may be contaminated with micro-or­ 
ganisms, some capable of causing severe 
eye infections, then the problem seem s of 
some importance," said Dr. Louis A. 
Wilson. 


Wilson, 
an 
associate 
professor 
of 
opthalmology at the Medical College of 
Georgia in Augusta. Ga . addressed a 
science writers seminar sponsored 
by 
Research to Prevent Blindness Inc. 
Wilson said that “to date 1,031 eye 
cosm etics (mascara, eye shadow, eye 
liner, etc.) from 460 women have been 
evaluated 
for 
bacterial 
and 
fungal 
contamination. 
He found fungi in 10 per 


cent of them —155 sam ples—and half were 
contaminated by bacteria. 
“ Implied 
are 
rather 
sloppy 
quality 
control 
standards 
since 
som e 
eye 
cosm etics, albeit small in number, are 
reaching 
the 
user 
in 
a 
heavily con­ 
taminated state prior to use," he said 
Those that are clean when purchased 
may not stay so for very long, he indicated, 
due to “questionable preservative efficacy, 
since over 50 per cent of the used samples 
e v a l u a t e d 
in 
the 
s t u d y 
w e r e 
contaminated 
He noted that federal regulations will 
soon require that ointments frequently 
applied to the eye region be sterile when 
dispensed. “Should similar regulations be 
applied to cosm etics applied to the same 
area9 he asked 
The major danger appears to com e from 
scratching the eyeball with an infected ap­ 
plicator brush, he said. 
“Two cases of corneal ulceration, one 
bacterial and one fungal, have been seen" 
at his school that could be blamed on such 
scratches, he said.

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Reporter testifies Three killed in north county accidents 
decision damaged 
free press 


WASHINGTON (UPI i — Earl Caldwell, a New York 
Times 
reporter, 
testified 
today 
that 
constitutional 
guarantees of a free press were gravely damaged by a 
Supreme Court ruling that reporters may be required to 
reveal certain information gained in confidence. 
The decision last June has had “a decidedly chilling 
effect on our ability to conduct ourselves as free men 
working in a free society for a free press,” Caldwell told a 
House Judiciary subcommittee considering various bills 
aimed at shielding newsmen from forced disclosure of 
sources and of unpublished notes. 
Caldwell was a defendant in a case which the Supreme 
Court ruled that requiring newsmen to appear and testify 
before state and federal grand juries did not abridge 
freedom of press and speech guaranteed by the First 
Amendment. 
Caldwell had refused to reveal to a federal grand jury 
information he had obtained on activities of the Black 
Panther Party. 
Urging congressional adoption of legislation to provide 
newsmen an absolute privilege, Caldwell said, “ Only when 
we can operate in an atmosphere free of the intimidation of 
government can we assure the public that we are 
vigorously investigating all phases of corruption and 
political chicanery.” 


A lawyers group, the Association of the Bar of the City of 
New York, supported as constitutional legislation to protest 
reporters from having to disclose their news sources or 
unused material. 


Benno C. Schmidt Jr., professor of Law at Columbia 
University, said the bar association believes the legislation 
should protect only professional journalists receiving 
confidential information. 
A reporter’s eyewitness observations of public events 
would not be protected and even confidential information 
should be compelled under certain circumstances, Schmidt 
said. 
Schmidt told the House judiciary subcommittee that such 
cases could occur in carefully defined instances such as 
crimes involving loss of life or threats of death and in 
crimes including arson, kidnapping and skyjacking. 


The subcommittee is considering a number of bills 
including some that would allow a reporter to refuse to 
disclose before any state or federal proceeding the source 
of any published or unpublished information obtained in 
preparing a news story. 
Rep 
Peter W 
Rodino. DN.J., chairman of the full 
Judiciary Committee, testified that there was an urgent 
need for federal legislation to give newsmen a statutory 
shield 
Rodino warned “ we must protect the newsgatherers or 
lose an invaluable source of information. We have little 
choice but to repose confidence in the media, at least until 
they prove themselves unworthy of it.'

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Reagan approves 
grant to keep 
CRLA alive 


SACRAMENTO (U PIi - Gov. Ronald Reagan, once 
highly critical of the California Rural Legal Assistance pro­ 
gram. quietly has approved a new $1.8 million federal grant 
to keep CRLA alive for another year. 
His decision was conveyed to the federal government in a 
Nov. 28, 1972. letter written by Edwin Meese III. the gover­ 
nor’s executive secretary. The letter was not released to 
the public. 
The Reagan administration two years ago accused CRLA 
of inciting campus unrest, fomenting prison violence and 
failing to serve the legal needs of the poor. 
Asked why Reagan changed his attitude toward the legal 
services organization. Meese told a San Francisco 
Examiner reporter: “ Because our evaluation has shown 
they had complied with the conditions sufficiently for 
refunding. 
“There has been an improvement in their performance 
and complaints have fallen off to near zero I think they 
understood we meant business when we said begin acting 
like a professional legal organization or get out of 
business.' 


Bill to give interest 
to property taxpayers 


SACRAMENTO (U PIi — Assemblyman William T. Bag­ 
iev has proposed legislation requiring that nearly $10 
million in interest profits go to property taxpayers instead 
of mortgage lenders. 
The measures was prompted by a disclosure from 
mortgage lenders that their computers aren't programmed 
to identify the owner-occupied, single-family homes 
eligible for tax reductions in November. 
Because of the computer snafus, the lending institutions 
will collect more money than necessary this year from 
about 3.6 million homeowners who allow their mortgage 
holders to pay their property taxes for them. 
Bagley noted the lenders have said they won t be able to 
calculate the exact tax reduction atributable to each 
taxpayer until 1974 
Without his bill, Bagley said Sunday, the extra payments 
already programmed would mean “ a windfall of close to 
$10 million” in interest profits for mortgage lenders from 
the impound accounts this year. 
“ To give anyone other than the taxpayer the interest-free 
use of the millions of dollars involved would subvert the 
intent of those of us who have sought property tax relief for 
so long,’’ Bagley said. 
The property tax relief was approved by the 1972 
legislature in a $1.1 billion measure increasing the 
homeowner’s property tax exemption from $750 to $1,750 
this year. 


YMCA Model Legislature 


SACRAMENTO (U PIi - In the final session of the 
YMCA Model Legislature, a teen-age Supreme Court issued 
opinions on prostitution and sex discrimination. 
The youth court, the first in the 25-year history of the 
YMCA event, ruled Sundav that a governor’s make-believe 
veto of a make-believe bill to legalize prostitution did not 
violate the state constitution. 
The court, led by Chief Justice Judy Rapport of Long 
Beach, also ruled that high school girls have the same right 
to athletic programs as high school boys. 
Earlier, the youth legislature approved bills establishing 
beaches for nude bathing and setting up a state lottery. 
The lawmakers also passed a bill allowing licensed 
physicians to issue contraceptives to minors without 
parental consent. However, Gov. Lisa Morrison has not 
decided whether she will sign the measure. She has 30 days 
to make up her mind. 


Reagan to disclose plan soon 


SACRAMENTO i UPI i — With the legislature entering its 
fifth week today. Gov. Ronald Reagan is expected to 
disclose soon his plan to dispose of the state's $852 million 
tax surplus. 
A spokesman for the governor said Reagan probably 
would send his final proposal to the legislature sometime 
this week. 
Reagan has said he favors cutting the state income tax 
temporarily by 20 per cent and postponing a planned sales 
tax increase as the best ways to consume the whopping 
surplus 
He's also pushing for a permanent income tax cut to take 
care of anticipated future surpluses. 
Meantime, the legislature is focusing on a last-minute 
attempt to resolve the complicated reapportionment hassle 
before the state Supreme Court decides to redraw the 
district lines itself 
Most legislative leaders agree they must pass a 
reapportionment plan by the end of this month if it is to be 
accepted by the high court. 


Capital punishment initiative 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov. Ronald Reagan may 
sponsor another ballot initiative to restore capital 
punishment if the legislature refuses to implement a 
measure approved last November by voters. 
He disclosed this Saturday in an address to the 
Republican state convention 


Californians overwhelmingly endorsed a ballot measure 
in November to reopen the gas chamber, but left it up to the 
legislature to decide which crimes would be punishable by 
death 
The legislature is dominated by Democrats, and their 
leaders - including Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti—have 
predicted no implementing bills will be passed at the 1973- 
74 session. 


“ They said it is their duty when the people have made a 
mistake to make their own decisions for the people, 
Reagan told convention delegates 
“ We Republicans 
believe the people made a decision to put capital 
punishment back on the books and we are going to do our

Howard Hughes. 
This coincidence could, of 
c o u r s e , 
be 
e n t i r e l y 
coincidental. 
A 
good 
political analyst, however, 
leaves 
no 
happenstance 
unturned. 
So I called up an analyst I 
know, Luigi V. Populi, to 
see what he might make of 
the situation. 


“ It’s as plain as the nose 
on the tip of your finger. ’ 
said Populi, who likes to 
mix his own metaphors. 
“ In his effort to build the 
new American m ajority,’ 
Nixon went after political 
blocs that previously had 
been more or less neglected. 
“ One of these was the 
powerful recluse vote. 


“Nixon 
figured, 
quite 
correctly, that the number 
of persons whose passion for 
privacy was driving them 
into seclusion was growing 
by leaps and hops. 
“ He likewise realized that 
recluses tend to be more 
affluent than the average 
voter. You can’t very well 
drop out of society without a 
nest egg in your beer. 


“So 
the potential 
was 
there. The problem was to 
tap it. For politicians, by 
constantly seeking 
the 
s p o t l i g h t , 
o r d i n a r i l y 
alienate the recluse vote. 
“ Recognizing this. Nixon 
kept a low profile during the 
campaign, 
making 
only 
enough public appearances 
to retain the franchise. 


“ How well that strategy 
paid off may be seen in the 
election returns and by the 
fact that Hughes, who may 
be the wealthiest of all 
recluses, 
made 
a 
large 
contribution.’’ 
I 
said, 
“ Your analysis 
could 
be 
valid, 
but 
the 
election has been over for 
three 
months now 
Why 
hasn't Nixon been back in 
more frequent touch with 
the press and public9”

“ Kissinger 
ostensibly

Secret peace? 


You could hardly tell a dove from a hawk 
in Congress (and may we never need to use 
those terms again) when the Vietnam 
cease-fire was announced. 
While the former were perhaps not as 
brimming over as the latter with praise 
for President Nixon’s steadfastness in 
pursuing a peace agreement that has a 
chance of working and lasting, both were 
united in their expressions of joy that the 
war has finally come to an end. 
A 
pointed 
— 
almost 
poignant 
— 
comment was made by one congressman, 
however. 
“The President has been so secretive 
both 
about 
his 
warmaking 
and 
his 
peacemaking,” 
said 
Rep. 
James 
V. 
Stanton, Ohio Democrat, “that I and other 
members of Congress up until this time 
lack 
sufficient 
information 
to 
judge 
whether President Nixon has achieved a 
peace with honor, whatever he means by 
that word. We find ourselves in a situation 
where a very complicated war ends up in a 
highly complicated truce. 
“ Now that reasons for secrecy no longer 
exist, as President Nixon himself asserted 
Tuesday night (Jan. 23), I would hope that 
he takes Congress into his confidence and 
seeks the legislative branch in efforts to 
maintain the peace. ” 
That, in a nutshell, pretty well sums up 
the 
role of Congress throughout the 
Vietnam war. It was an executive war, a 
presidential war, from beginning to end 
and Stanton has good reason to wonder if it 
is also going to be a presidential peace. 
In 
the 
beginning, 
lacking 
the 
full 
information on which Lyndon B. Johnson 
based his fateful decisions, Congress could 
only trust his judgment, as did the nation 
as a whole. 
(Indeed, the American public still lacks 
that information and we are having a trial 
— the “Pentagon Papers” trial — over the 
revelation 
of 
some 
of 
the 
secret 
assessments and reports which led to our 
involvement in Vietnam.) 
In the middle of the war, lacking

solutions or a consensus on alternatives, 
Congress could only continue to support 
the President. Its repeal of the Tonkin 
Gulf resolution, which President Johnson 
had used as his authority to take whatever 
steps he considered necessary to meet 
North Vietnam’s military threat to South 
Vietnam, 
was 
a 
symbolic 
gesture, 
changing neither the past nor the present. 
Finally, 
at 
the end. 
Congress was 
reduced almost to a position of impotence 
and futility, talking endlessly about voting 
a cut-off of war funds by this date or that 
date, yet fearful of undercutting President 
Nixon in the Paris negotiations. 
Even 
now 
it 
may 
be 
asked what 
Congress can contribute, as Stanton hopes, 
to “efforts to maintain the peace.” If it so 
much as debates a ban on any retaliatory 
use of 
U.S. 
air 
power 
in case the 
Communists break the peace, it will no 
doubt be accused of encouraging the very 
possibility of renewed aggression. 
A “ war powers’’ bill that has been 
kicking around Congress for a long time 
would, among other things, limit executive 
latitude in responding militarily to a crisis 
to a 30-day period. But it has been 
criticized on the grounds that not only 
would it not have prevented Vietnam but it 
could actually endanger future national 
security. 
Whatever else it did, the Vietnam war 
raised serious and fundamental questions 
about the constitutional division of powers 
and 
resp onsib ilities 
betw een 
the 
legislative 
and 
executive 
branches, 
questions that may now be transferred to 
the domestic scene in the hot controversy 
between Congress and President Nixon 
over spending authority. 
But as for peace in Vietnam, in the final 
analysis it depends upon the good will of 
the signatories to the treaty. And as for the 
chance of future Vietnams, it depends 
upon 
whether the world has learned 
anything, and whether the great powers 
are ready to lead it across President 
Nixon s envisioned threshold of a new era 
of peace. 


Pet population boom 


In his novel “Earth Abides,” 
author George Stewart describes 
the huddled survivors of an atomic 
holocaust witnessing free roaming 
hordes of the animals they once 
called pets. 
According to a biological research 
trio, we might not have to wait that 
long 
Each hour, when an 
e s t i m a t e d 
415 
humans are born in 
the U.S., an average 
of 3,000 dogs and 
cats are whelped, 
all of them hungry 
The plenty that has 
overpopulated 
western 
man 
has 
also overpopulated 
western pet animal. 
Early puberty, larger litter size 
and shorter pregnancies make dogs 
15 times more prolific than men, the 
researchers calculated, and cats 30 
times more prolific. For example, 
over a seven year period of optimum 
conditions, one bitch can launch a 
pack of up to 4,000 offspring Cats do 
better. 
Dog registration data is scanty 
(Rover is registered in only half of 
his U.S. homes), cat population 
figures an off-the-wall guess, and 
estimates of the burgeoning wild 
former pet population a m atter of 
faith. 
Yet a Science and Public Affairs 
Magazine article concludes that the 
nebulous information we do have 
points to a conservative estimate of 
100 million domestic dogs and cats 
in the country, about one for every 


2.8 people, but gaining. 
All of them consumed six billion 
pounds 
of 
human 
manufactured 
chow in 1971, enough to power a 
$1,35 billion pet food industry that 
fed them better than the average 
South American peasant. 
One result was a national feces 
production in the order of 3,500 tons 
daily, not all of it where it belonged 
and much of it exposing children of 
an estimated 35 per cent of dog- 
owning families to a variety of 
diseases, as did the 36 million 
estimated daily liters of dog urine. 
The figures for cats were lower. 


Buying even the cheapest grade of 
pet food, the average owner spends 
$70 a year and over $1,000 during its 
lifetime feeding his dog. But for 
every dollar spend on food, the study 
indicates, at least one more goes for 
collars, deodorants, vests, lotions, 
dog psychiatrists and even funerals, 
a total of $4.5 billion in 1971. 


Another $100 million was spent 
across 
the 
country 
in 
’71 
for 
destruction, the principal method of 
keeping the ballooning dog and cat 
population 
in 
hand. 
Some 
13 3 
million dogs and cats are destroyed 
yearly in the country, a yelping 12 
per cent of their total population 
California, the home state of the 
nondenommational dog cemetery, 
destroyed 435,000 dogs in 71, a 7 7 
per cent increase over 1969. 
The pet explosion is also evident 
in Lompoc where, of 300 dogs who 
enter the pound monthly, 225 are not 
claimed and are destroyed As is the 
case nationally, most of these are 


healthy, mature animals. 
Birth 
control 
chemicals 
and 
abortion inducing preparations are 
not readily adaptable to dogs, the 
article concludes because they don’t 
eliminate 
owner 
inconveniences 
such as male cat odors or dog 
abortions on the sofa.

He was a Texan 
through and through, schooled in the 
politics of that state where political 
life is a form of guerrilla warfare. 
That 
was

reason for his m as­ 
terful command of 
the Senate when he 
was majority leader 
in the years leading 
up to his nomination 
as vice president on 
the ticket with John 
F. K e n n e d y . His 
presence on that ticket contributed 
much to the narrow victory over the 
Republican 
candidate, 
Richard 
Nixon. Certainly, it was why Texas 
went democratic in 1960 
In his triumph in his own state and 
in the nation, there was the curious 
dichotomy of Texas politics. He was 
a split personality between the 
populism of the past, the welfare 
programs of the great society, and 
big oil and big money. Johnson 
wanted 
to 
be 
first 
in 
both 
departments and until the Vietnam 
War overwhelmed 
him, 
he had 
largely succeeded. 
The 
heritage 
of 
this duality,

increasingly a Republican fief. If 
the name of the game is money, then 
play it where the money is.

the great oil fortunes. In the Nixon 
administration as secretary of the 
treasury 
he 
won 
not only 
the 
admiration of the President, but 
personal attachment. The Connally 
virtue for Nixon is that his friend, 
who was chairman in the campaign 
of Democrats for Nixon, always 
knows exactly what he wants. For 
someone like the President, who has

Clements, who badly blotted his

possibility of nuclear weapons in 
Vietnam, is a friend and associate of 
Texas’ Republican Sen John Tower. 
Tower was re-elected in November 
with 53.8 per cent of the vote as 
against 67 per cent for Nixon. While

th e 
R e p u b lic a n 
presidential ticket, Connally voted 
for statewide Democrats. 


A hardliner, Clements served on 
the blue-ribbon panel, a citizens 
group that recommended greatly 
increased defense appropriations. 
So far as is known, the deputy was 
nominated without consultation with 
the incoming Secretary of Defense 
Elliot L. Richardson, who is giving 
up HEW to take on the hydra-headed 
monster in the Pentagon. He is a 
cultivated public servant out of a 
Boston Brahmin background.

introducing him, contributed this: 


“ He may not know all the four-bit 
words that Mr. Richardson knows, 
but he can be a very articulate and 
powerful persuader.” 
Tower s democratic opponent was 
Barefoot Sanders, a contemporary 
version of the populism of the past. 
Potentially he is the Lyndon Johnson 
of, say, 20 years ago. Whether 
anything remains of that past or 
whether it has been wholly obscured 
by a massive coating of the green 
stuff only a bold prophet would say. 
It is a troubling question as the 
tributes to Lyndon the Great go on 
and on.
